Next Tuesday, May 7, residents of Albany will go to 
the polls to decide an important question. 

Will Albany continue to have an adequate school 
system, or will there have to be drastic cuts? 

If the school tax raise fails to pass next Tuesday at 
least one elementary school will have to be closed, 15 
teachers dropped, classes materially increased in size, in- 
strumental music classes eliminated, playground supervi- 
sion on Saturdays and during vacation eliminated, and ath- 
letic activities reduced by one-half. In addition mainten- 
ance and supplies will be drastically reduced. 

It is inconceivable that parents and residents who 
did not vote at the election on Jan, 22 want to see their 
splendid school system wrecked by so radical a curtail- 
ment. According to the records there were 4531 eligible 
voters who failed to vote. There are far too many of us 
who fail to exercise our franchise, and permit a minority 
to govern our Civic activities. 

If we don't do something about it next Tuesday we 
wiil be looking back for a long time on a crisis which we 
failed to meet! 

We owe it to our children, our grandchildren, the 
children of our friends and neighbors to support our 
schools.
